and privilogos of tiio iiristocnuic cliiHy, 
of wbiob ho is an boiiorcd tiiuinbtir. 
The now Secretary is oaid to bo a 
flrdt-class buainqss man. For sovcral 
yeard — while Marquis of Cbando.s — 
ho was chairman of tho London luui 
IJortbwoBtorn ilailway Compuny, 
and was also a mombor of tbo i3oard 
of Trade. Wo are not awuro that tho 
Bake has previoasiy oooupiod a posi.i 
tion in Government; but be bas figur- 
ed quite prominontly iatbe politics ot 
tho nation aa a oonslatont' follower 
and admirer oi ,lbo present Premier.

Compulsory EducatioD* 

It has long been u matter of: astonisbmont 
to us, that while parents haveossentcd meekly 

and withoul any sort of remonstrance to the 
iibligalion laid upon them by the State, of 
gelling u few atoms ot organic matter intro- 
duced into their children's systems by the 
iiearesi upoihecary, in order lo prevent the 
dreadlul malady of sinull>pox, which, when 
it is not fatal lo life, is always dangerous, 
always very paiiilul, and frequently utterly 
deslruetive of physical comeliness, — lliey 
should havo regarded with liorrorand dismay 
tlie proposal to lay upon ihein a similar obli™ 
gallon to get a few atoms of iutellecluul cul- 
ture iniroduced into their childien's mental 
consiiiuiion lor the purpose ot prevenliDg 
that dreadlul malody ot .deijse igtioranoe 
and vacuity of mind which, when It is not 
lalal to innocence, is always disastrous, 
always distressing, and frequently utierly 
destructive of mental and moral conioliness, 
II the Kngli.sh were not the least logical 
people in the world, they would have re- 
gartled tbo fir«t Factory Act. nay, iho first 
/Vol which enjoined on nianuhiclurers to put 
a guard round their engines, the lirst Act 
which rendered patents liable lo punishment 
lor not registering, or leediiig, or vaccinating 
their children, us tho signal of a whole courso 
of protective legislation, having for its object 
to prolect childten, while in their unripe und 
uiitornied condition ot mind or body, against 
the possible selfishnea.i, or negligence, or pra- 
judico, of apathetic or ignorant parents. In 
laet il may be shown in a thousand ways that 
ivo have long udiiiitlcd the premises of a 
com[)u Isnry system ol education, but shrink 
Irom the conclusion. !Mr Go.-^hen said ad- 
mirably in his speech last week at Halifax, 
thai those who admit ihc duty ot the eommu- 
i:iiy lo cdiieato pauper children virtunlly, 
admit the riaht ol the conimunily to antici- 
pate the conlifgoncy which may make such 
children paupers and throw tlieir education 
suddenly on the ralcj, by n quiring lhat so 
long us their parents live, they shall lighten 
the contingent subsequent burden on tbo 
community by doing what is in ibeir power to 
lay a foundation for Ibeir childrea's educa- 
tion. Certainly there is no coQOeivablo urr- 
guinonl for imposing tho reapocaibilily lor 
their ctiildreii's vaccinaiiuu oa'parenta which 
iloes noc apply to imposing tbo responsibility 
lor their ohiltJren's leaching, — and some for 
ilie latter which do not exist lor the loriner 
course, if tho cost bo defrayed out of the 
rales. Is sniiill-pnx a pest to the coinniunity 
al large, excessively infeelious, not only a 
Clucstion of life und death to the individual 
patient, but a questiou of common danger 
aod common panic I — why so, too, is tho 
ignorance arul idleness of uataugbt child- 
hood What complaint is more fatal, more 
infectious, more directly threatening to the 
well-being of the comtnunity, more paralyzing 
to the moral resources ot any Stale, lhan 
wide-spiead ignorance, und the vices which 
ignorance stimnlales 1 Manohesler has at 
length seen this clearly, and in a public mceU 
iog held last Monday, which speaks well for 
the progress of public opinion upon this 
subject, agreed by a largo n ajority to peti- 
tion Parliament for a complete system of 
compulsory educatit/O provided for by rales, 
and without special onsl therefore to Ihe in- 
diviiual family. And in tbna iloiog Man.. 
Chester has only shown bertelf ueosiblo 
enoDgb to anticipate a movement spreading 
far and wide through the onuntry. No ten., 
ilency has been more strongly marked during 
tlio lust ten years lhan the tendency to llitusl 
tnick what is known as the extreme " volun-< 
tary system" within its own suilublo bounds 
and limits. The true volunlury system ad- 
mitted, os Mr Miall we believe, himself con- 
cedes, neither of compulsory vaccination nor 
of compulsory obligations of any kind laiil 
by the State on the parent. But lor leu 
years back people have seen mure and more 
clearly that; this sell denying ordinance ol 
valunturyisin is an am ol gro.is lolly and ol 
mischievous social reounciaiioo. VVby should 
you let your neighbor do you harm by breed- 
ing contuminatioD if be is lo be severely puu- 
i.shed whcD ho strikes you 7 Why should 
you be so afraid ol injury to body and goods 
if you aio nut also af uid nf injury lo mind 
and morals? Why shnulil the State pay 
the policeman and not pay tho man who ren- 
ders the policeman needliiss? 

The only practical objection is, that while 
vaccinatioD costs little and police protection 
is oHsential lo the very existence of social 
iirtler, fiiluealion costs much and is not so 
iiiiniedialely und obviously es.4enlial. An 
educated child may become a rascal, and if 
ho does, he is a muob more effectual rusoal 
than belore. Hence, while yonr demand for 
a very heavy rate lo pay lor education is a 
great grievance ond ta.t to ihe people, it may 
not always answer its purfiose, — it may evi;n 
make the child a more (lan:;f!rous c imiiiai 
than belore. This is ol couisc perfectly ttui; ; 
but what earthly machinery, however cosily, 
does always aoawer its purpose, and does not 
sometimes answer a nearly opposite purpose ? 
("eriainly vaccination often fails, and police- 
men w ho aro set to catch the ihief sometiiiien 
lurn out to be the thieves themselves, and to 
bave secured the other thieves ugaiusl inter- 
ruption. Yon cannot possibly i usa any 
ineusure for the proteolion even of body and 
goods, that does not sometimes become n 
powerful aasiliary of disorder instead of 
orilor. When s Idiers mutiny they nro 
themselvi'sa lar mo.c [ormidable danger 
than ihe disorganised mobs they would other- 
wise control, and so, if educated children 
turn out bad, they will no doubt bo more 
loriuidublo than oven the ignorant, But both 
soldiers and police fail oftener Ibaa tli ' 
schoolmaster iu keeping even physical order. 
In pliices where tho grisat mass ol Ihe people 
are educaled, mobs ancl " ruughs" scarcely 
e.tist. Whatever might ho the lailurea of 
universal education, it certaiuly would bave 
a larcer pcruentaue of SUCOOBS than aniversal 
coiHiubl' s or universal gas. 

But no doubt the real diGSoolty will come, 
as il came in Ihe Manchester meeting, (rum 
the clority. A universal rate and compul- 
sory education means possibly the ura iiial 
abandoniiii 111 ol the denominntinnal schools 
at which education is not ultogetlier gratni- 
lous, and'u thronging to Ihu schools in which 
it would be so. * * * * III fuel, the 
whole stress of tl.o real objection lo univer.'al 
and compultiory educalioii i», in fact, the same 
that wc nieel with to every great alteration 
III sy.-,leiii overywiiere, — that it would be ex- 
tremely disturbing lo a large class of vested 
inierests, which would bo much shaken and 
tossed about belore thoy could sellle down 
again. These aro Ihe real forces to bo dealt 
with, — not the religious ar<nmenl, for wo 
will never bulievu that religious teachers in 
earnest could not get regular access lo their 
pupils fiimiily because tiny altendiMl a aecu' 
lar school, — but Uiu interests and jouluusies 
aQecied. The Dooooscicnco- clause party in 
the clergy would ol (joarsc cry out lone; and 
loudly. It would bo impossible to compel 
childien to aliend a school giving religioua 
KMching to ivliich iheir parents objected. 
Uom(iulsory ediiciilion implies a perfect and 
strong separation lietwecii tho religions and 
Ihe secular leaching. Against this wu should 
have all our old friends of Arohdcaoon f^eni- 
son's school protesting io tho most eager 
terms. The rights o( the Church would be 
III dinger. It would be far better, iiceuri.ing 
lo them, ih;il liliy cliililreti shouhl bu odii- 
ealed in tho true faith without oinbarrasHing 
toslrietions to the clergy who teuoh thoni, 
and fifty not eduu&lod at all, but Icli lo the 
natotdl reaulta of Ignorance and emptiuess 
ol mind, thtD that tbo &r*l fifty iibould be 



educated piooisely as before, but under cir- 
cumBtunces a little more hampered and em-' 
barraEsing, — and the second filly well taught 
in secular things, but not in tho theology of 
the Church. 'Phis is, no doubt, tho real bo- 
lief uf many Churc'.imen. They have an ac- 
tive dislike to education which is not aatur" 
ated with their own theological teaohiog, und 
often eeriously think it worse than none. 
With such men, und wiih all tho threatened 
and disturbed interests behind tho existing 
denominational bcIiooIs, tho great li^',ht will 
be. But it is u light worth tight ingi Tliut 
pureniB should lo allowed to keep their 
children in a semi • savage state, is ua dis.. 
gtucolul to Kiigland as if they were allowed 
to puison or starve thom. Whatever the 
freedom of individual responsibility moans, 
itdpe.snot.n^eaiji'tbat;:oqemaji;^^ to be 
allowed to accept the responaibility for u 
great and irreparable iojaty ibflicied on 
another ignorant of itat'ibs timei'aod help- 
less to prevent it.

auotioaeers, $100, and oDe-and-a-balf per 
cool', on salca, excluding aalea of real estate. 
There was considerable fighiing over this 
item. Every occupant ol Crown lands, two- 
and-half per cent, per month, 

The education question was again debated, 
and an amendment by Helmeken, that thu 
common scbooiy of -Vancouver Island be 
continued until a general soheme for the 
whole Colony is adopted, was lost, on division, 
tivelvo lo eight.

Mechanics' Lien Law bill was withdrawn 
by llubson. 

DeCosmos' Confederation motion wasoou" 
aidcred in oommiltee. The mover made a 
long and able speech, with carefully compiled 
slutislicB and comparative statements, in proof 
of th2 advantages of embracing the npporlu- 
nity now oHered, and moved a rcsalution re- 
questing the Guvoruur lu telegraph Her 
Majesly'd Government and Iho Governor 
General of Canada tbe desire of the coIonislB 
to be inoladed in tbe scheme, so that pro- 
vision might bs made for our admission by 
the Imperial Act on fair aud equitable terms 
ns may be agreed upon. 

Tbe motion was supported by .Holmcken, 
Barnard, Pcinberton, Souihgate and Smith, 
and opposed by Ilobson, Crease and Birch. 
The latter thought the Imperial Act would 
contain provision for tbe future admission ol 
the Colony, and suggested that instead of tbe 
House acting hastily that the bon. members 
wait on tbo Governor and requegt him to 
telegraph to Downing street, which would, 
no doubt be done. 

On this understanding the motion was 
withdrawn, and the Council adjoorned antil 
one lo-morrow.
